' In the evidence which t gave on the 
subject before the Immigration Com- 
mittee,' he says, • 1 staled that 1 thought

ha* been fully confirmed by iHbitoitent 
erperience."

II. H. M ACABTHti n, Eiq., M.C., who 
first arrived in the colony thirty years ago, 
is of a similar opinion at to the price of 
land.

Si, to be 
the utmost value of any land within a 
hundred mile* from Sydney: * J mean,' 
he add*, 'land in ita natural state. I 
may perhaps ttatf. that it ia very likely 
that [and selected some (en or fifteen years 
back may be worth more ; but 1 am tup- 
posing that you refer to land which Go- 
vernment may now have at it* disposal, 
(be good land having been recently all 
given away or told,' ' Do you suppose 
land in any part or the colony worth more 
for pastoral purpoattt Yes; there are 
(uuitf laU in some pUces where the land 
it very good, well watered, and the pur- 
chase of such secures a good run. With- 
out reference to any ran, do you think land 
for pastoral purposes 1* worth 5*. an acre ! 
I do not think any nenea could afford to 
pay Si. an acre, if he were confined ex- 
rtuaively to tut own land for depasturing 
stock. With respect to laud fitted for 
agricultural purposes! It would depend 
upon the facility for taking the produce 
to market ; on the coast, or the banks of 
navigable river*, it would, of course, vary 
according to the quality | from 5a, to 20a, 
would be ita minimum value.' 

So for. then, the witnesses, who, on 
thia subject, may fairly be reapectod as the 
organ* of the whole colony, are perfectly 
■creed a* to the available purposes and 
the money value of our waate landa. We 
thai) next hear what they have to say at 
to the beat mode of ofrering those landi 
for sale.

At the present 
maeaeut, the Press Is teeming with lo forma- 
tion od lha culture of tbe grape and tha 
growth of wine. Blr, Butler nai iust pub- 
11 shad a email treatise on "The Culture of 
the Grape Vine end Orene* in Australia and 
New Zealand," containing throughput a 
number af notea worthy the attention of the 
colouists. And we have had more lately 
published hi Sydney a translation of " J. S. 
Karaht's Imprp-vid Practical Culture ol the 
Vint,"— altogether a practical work which, 
in the band of an Auatralian wine-grower, 
may ba tiimcd to good account. In the con- 
temporary periodicals of lha day, moreover,we 
bevevajnable i n Furtnai ion published on Ihe sub- 
ject ;— lb* whole tending to show the growing 
importance which the colonists begin lo attach 
to the culture of the vine, and l.iviog fair 
prospect «fa nanll In the highest degree ad- 
rantageoue to tbt best interests nf the colony. 
We art only in tha Infancy ol vine culture, 
and have almotl tvery thing yet to learn in 
the choice of loll and situation for the vine- 
yard, in lb* minagtment of the riue, and in 
the maoipulatlobi neeniiry tor producing 
marketable wine from the vintage. As colo- 
nist! •Illlng lo advance the interula of the 
country In this valuable field of industry, we 
should, therefore, gather information from 
•very ntiarttr. Even from work* or aletider 
aelenlitc merit, important facta may ba 
gleaned; which the intelligence and observa- 
tion of individual cultivators will load them 
lo turn lo account, amidst the modifications 
superinduced by the altered climate, anil, and 
circumstances of lha colony. To some of the 
earliest coloniili we stand deeply indebted 
for |ha introduction of different earbiies of 
Ihe vine, and tor its successful eullur* aubai- 
oiiently ; more tipccially do we owe *e- 
knowledgmenta to the sagacity and industry
